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Killer of 
teenage 
mother 
is jailed 

A YOUNG father who suffo¬ 
cated his teenage girlfriend 
to death before hiding her 
body under the floorboards 
at his home was jailed for life 
after being found guilty of 
murder. 

Stephen Devesey, 21, 
killed 18-year-old former 
Walsall College student 
Nicole Cartmell, of West 
Bromwich, just weeks after 
she gave birth to a baby boy 
last year. 

He murdered Nicole, 
known as Nicky to friends, 
by suffocating her with his 
arm. Devesey tried to cover 
up the murder by prising up 
floorboards at his home and 
dropping the teenager’s 
body 7ft onto a cellar floor. 

Tears 

On Monday a jury of five 
men and seven women 
found Devesey guilty of 
murder by unanimous 
verdict at Birmingham 
Crown Court. He was given 
the minimum 17-year sen¬ 
tence. As the verdict was 
read out Nicole’s mother 
Julie Cartmell, who gave 
evidence during the trial, 
broke down in tears. 

Nicole gave birth to a baby 
boy in January last year but 
was reported missing by her 
friends on Valentine’s Day. 

Her badly decomposed 
body was discovered in a 
house where Devesey lived 
in Whateley Road, 
Handsworth, on March 2.

A HOLIDAYMAKER from Walsall died 
after mistakenly drinking a toxic liquid 
which was put into a water bottle, an 
inquest heard. 

Gloria Smith swallowed the cleaning liquid believ¬ 
ing it to be water after it was accidently left on the 
table of her hotel room in Cyprus. 


The hearing at Walsall 
Coroner’s Court was told the 
cleaner had put some stain 
remover in the container 
rather than carry a big 
bottle after seeking the 
advice of a supervisor. 

The 60-year-old retired 
hairdresser from Walsall 
picked up the container 
thinking it was just normal 
water. 

She collapsed in the bath¬ 
room shouting “it’s poison.” 

Mrs Smith of Basalt Close, 
Reedswood, was on the 
fourth day of a two-week 
holiday with partner of two 
years Raymond Francis 
when the tragedy unfolded 
in September 2010. 

She was rushed to hospital 
where she died after suffer¬ 
ing a build up of fluid in the 
lungs and brains. 

Negligent 

Despite the the requests 
of Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain further 
pathology tests have not 
been made available to 
experts in the UK. 

At Walsall Manor Hospital 
on Monday, Mr Francis said 
he put the liquid to his lips 
after Mrs Smith collapsed to 
the floor and could immedi¬ 
ately feel burning. 

He sought help straight 
away and insisted the bottle 
was the same appearance as 
a normal small water con¬ 
tainer. 

A statement from the 
cleaner to police, which was 
read out at the inquest, said 
the fluid had been trans¬ 
ferred into a water bottle. 

She was contacted by the 
hotel manager after

rushed to hospital and she 
insisted it had not been 
intentionally left on the 
table. 

She was arrested but the 
outcome of the investigation 
has not been released to the 
coroner or family members. 

Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded a 
narrative verdict saying the 
fluid was the cause of Mrs 
Smith’s death. 

He criticised the “grossly 
negligent practice” of the 
hotel.

Unconscious 

Firefighters found the 
three casualties unconscious 
at the scene and adminis¬ 
tered first aid until para¬ 
medics arrived. 

Crew commander John 
Haynes, based at Walsall, 
said: “They are very lucky to 
be alive because the car 
burst into flames shortly 
after impact. 

Two of the occupants, one 
in his 20s and another in his 
30s, were taken to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Birm¬ 
ingham with head injuries.

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Hospital in £1.3m overspend 


HEALTH chiefs have overspent by more than 
£1.3 million this year after increased patients 
and staff costs at Walsall Manor, new figures 
have revealed. 

The hospital, which is looking to save £11.4 
million, has spent more than £400,000 than 
planned on nurses and the same again on medical 
staff. 

Medicine 

The financial situation to the end of May has 
been described as “unsustainable” by health 
chiefs who have already started to take action - 
including tighter controls on using temporary 
workers. 

The authority had expected to make savings of 
£1.979 million by this stage of the financial year. 

But so far the authority has achieved £630,000 


due to the overspend and failure to keep on track 
with the money-saving cost improvement pro¬ 
gramme. 

One of the reasons for extra demand for beds 
and additional cover has been attributed to the 
overnight closure of the A&E department at 
Stafford Hospital. 

A report from Shahana Khan, director of 
finance and performance, explained: “The over¬ 
spend in medical staffing is mainly in medicine, 
A&E and anaesthetics in covering vacancies, 
shift patterns and leave, totalling £436,000 over¬ 
spent. 

“Bank, locum and agency usage has continued 
at high levels during May, for a blend of reasons 
including additional capacity being open.” 

The report continued: “Expenditure on 


nursing continues to exceed budgeted levels, with 
an overspend of £425,000 year to date.” 

Bosses say the recruitment of staff ahead of 
this winter will help cut agency costs after the the 
bill topped £500,000 in May. 

Extra permanent staff are being recruited to 
reduce the need for agency workers, with more 
than 25 new positions being created ahead of the 
busy winter period. 

Policy 

It comes as health officials are also implement¬ 
ing a new sickness absence policy after there was 
an unseasonal rise in the number of workers off 
ill. 

The trust which has 3,366 full-time employees 
had a rate of 4.3 per cent in May where the overall 
target is 3.13 a month.

Sewage flood misery four times in one week

A COUPLE have suffered flood misery four times 
in just a week as their driveway was submerged 
with sewage water after heavy downpours. 

Shirley Scott, aged 44, and her husband 
Darren, 43, say they have had to put up with foul 
smells and unhygienic conditions because of a 
sewage drain near their property. The drain first 
overflowed and sewage water crept up their drive 
in Pelsall Road three weeks ago. 

Catering supervisor Mrs Scott said: “The main 
sewer drain in the centre of the road overflowed 
and the water came onto our driveway. 

The flooded driveway “The drain must be getting blocked. The first 



time it happened we had heavy rain,” she added. 

“This has happened four times now in about a 
week. The water must have been eight or nine 
inches deep. The smell is disgusting,” she said. 

The pair, who have lived in their home for eight 
years, said complaints had been made to Severn 
Trent Water but nothing had been resolved. 

Mrs Scott said: “The water covered the vents at 
the bottom of the house. 

“It’s lifted the tiles up in the utility room as 
well,” she added. “Every time it happens, it’s like 
we’re sitting on a barge.” 

She said the couple have been forced to contact 


their insurance company to survey the extent of 
the damage. 

Mrs Scott added: “We have been told we may 
have to vacate the property while they do the 
under footing work. 

“Excess for our insurance is having to be paid, 
putting our premiums up for the next year. 

“We have never claimed on our insurance and 
always sorted problems ourselves relating to this 
drainage problem but this is no longer going to 
happen.” 

No-one at Severn Trent Water was available for 
comment. 


New £4.5m health centre 
and library nearly ready 


A MULTI-MILLION pound health centre and library being built in a 
Walsall village is just weeks away from being finished and will open 
in two phases, council bosses say. 

Work to build the £4.5 million new library and health centre in Pelsall is “on track” 
Walsall Council said this week. The new development, has been nearly five years in the 
making. It will boast GP practices, a children’s centre and a library on the former library 

site in Pelsall High Street. 

The buildings will open in two 
phases, seven days apart. 

Hoardings have been put up 
around the building but the 
progress being made on site can 
clearly be seen. Viewing platforms 
have been created around the site so 
villagers can keep up to date with 
the work. 

Village councillors said excite¬ 
ment was building in the run- to the 
launch of what will officially be 
called Pelsall Village Centre. 

Garry Perry, representative for 
the Pelsall ward, said: “On the 
whole everybody is really looking 
forward to it opening. 

“It will come in two phases. The 
health centre will move first and 
then the existing building can be 
demolished for car parking to be 
created. The library and children’s 
centre will then move later. 

“It all looks great so far. There is 
still lots of hoarding up around it but 
you can see that it is coming along 
well. A lot of people are asking when 
it will open and there is a lot of 
excitement around it. It is a massive 
investment, the likes of which may 
not be seen in one go in a village like 
Pelsall for some time,” he added. 

Work is being carried out by Birm¬ 
ingham-based Construction Firm 
ISG pic and the new complex will 
replace the village’s medical centre. 


Pleck crossing 
plea is raised 
in Parliament 

THE GOVERNMENT has been asked to look into 
the safety of a pedestrian crossing in Walsall by one 
of the borough’s MPs. 

Residents and campaigners are campaigning to 
have the crossing in Darlaston Road, Pleck, to be 
upgraded to a signal-controlled crossing. 

But Walsall Council chiefs have said they believe 
that better markings and signs may be a better 
solution. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz has now raised the 
issue in the Commons. 

Shes asked Commons Leader Sir George Young 
for an urgent debate on accessing funds for an 
upgrade. 

Progress 

He said he would look into whether there is any 
way the Government could help “make progress” 
on having the crossing upgraded. 

Ms Vaz said the council continued to refuse 
requests for the crossing, near Hough Road, to be 
converted into a signal-controlled crossing. 

She added: “This is despite five accidents having 
taken place on the crossing in five months from 
September 2011 to February 2012. 

“It is only a matter of time before someone is seri¬ 
ously injured or killed because the crossing is simly 
not suitable to protect pedestrians from the speed 
and volume of traffic using the road.” 

But borough roads chief Councillor Tom Ansell 
said: “Recent studies show that crossings con¬ 
trolled by traffic lights which are being asked for 
may not actually be as safe as a zebra crossing. 

“While we will closely monitor the situation, 
there are other demands for road safety measures 
across the borough, and we must treat all requests 
fairly with the resources we have.” 


Police stepping up 
patrols due to yobs

New community centre could help youngsters 


THE long-awaited replacement of 
a Walsall community centre has 
taken a major step forward with 
plans were submitted for the 
scheme. 

Bosses at Green Rivers Commu¬ 
nity Centre in Blakenall said they 
would be able to cater for around 
double the number of youngsters 
they currently do if the plans get 
the go-ahead. 


The centre, which was involved 
in a two-year wrangle with Walsall 
Council to stay at its home off 
Green Rock Lane, is in line for a 
replacement costing £170,000. 

Caroline Crolley, project worker 
and trustee at Green Rivers, said 
the planning application was a big 
step forward. 

“We’ve been in talks for months 
with the council and we’re now 


looking for planning permission 
for a replacement building,” she 
said. “If we do get permission, we 
would hope to have the replace¬ 
ment building in place in Septem¬ 
ber.” 

The new building would allow 
Green Rivers to increase tactivities 
and for around 40 youngsters. 

Currently, the state of the 35- 
year-old building means some 


parts of it are off limites, meaning 
there is a limit on how many teen¬ 
agers can go. 

A report submitted to the local 
authority said: “The buildings are 
in very poor condition and dilapi¬ 
dated and are at the end of life.” 

The community association was 
granted a 21-year lease last year 
after a dispute with the council. 


Thousands to be hit 
bv new ' bedroom tax’ 


MORE THAN 3,000 families in Walsall look set 
to be affected by the Government’s contro¬ 
versial “bedroom tax” plans. 


Welfare reforms will see housing benefit cut for people 
who have spare bedrooms at housing association-run 
homes. Those under 62 who have one spare bedroom will 
see their benefits drop by 14 per cent, while those with two 
spare bedrooms face a 25 per cent reduction. Around 3,300 
families who have homes with Walsall’s biggest social land¬ 


lord,Walsall Housing Group, | 
are likely to be hit. 

Figures for other housing 
associations in the borough 
are not yet available. 

Around 1,100 WHG 
tenants will be affected by 
the 25 per cent reduction 
and the remaining 2,200 will 
see their benefits drop 14 
per cent. 

Minaret bid 
for mosque 

FRESH plans to push ahead 
with the transformation of a 
mosque in Walsall have been 
submitted to the council. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Association won an appeal in 
2010 to convert a disused 
warehouse in Vicarage Place 
into a mosque, despite hun¬ 
dreds of objections and the 
plans being thrown out by 
Walsall Council in December 
2009. 

Permission is now being 
sought to demolish part of 
the building and make alter¬ 
ations to the inside and 
outside, including the addi¬ 
tion of a dome and minaret. 

Hundreds of people 
descended on the town hall 
in Walsall to oppose propos¬ 
als for the mosque in 2009, 
and four petitions were sub¬ 
mitted against the applica¬ 
tion bearing 848 names. 

There were concerns 
about the location of the site 
and traffic congestion fears, 
as well as objections from 
other Muslims disagreeing 
with the Ahmadiyya inter¬ 
pretation of Islam. 

But the appeal was lodged 
soon after the refusal.

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Alarm 
charge 
refunds 
for OAPs 

AROUND £46,000 worth of 
refunds will be given to resi¬ 
dents across Walsall follow¬ 
ing the decision to scrap 
community alarm charges 
for pensioners over 80. 

More than 650 people are 
entitled to the cash back 
after making an annual 
payment to the council’s 
service for vulnerable resi¬ 
dents. 

The introduction of com¬ 
munity alarm charges has so 
far raked in over £200,000 
since last autumn.The 
service ranges from a basic 
alarm service to motion, fire 
and gas detectors. 

Discount 

The cost is £12.50 a month 
or a one-off payment of £140 
including a discount. 

The council agreed to axe 
the price for the those aged 
80 or above from April. This 
has meant refunds of 
£46,000 being paid out by 
the council. 

Service manager Anne 
Doyle said: “Following the 
council decision, an exercise is 
currently under way to refund 
citizens who made a one-off 
annual payment in advance. 
There are 673 of these clients 
who will be refunded between 
£58.36 and £116.68 at a total 
cost to the council of £46,000.” 

Work starts 
on new KFC 
at pub site 

CONSTRUCTION work 
creating a fast food restau¬ 
rant and a new vet’s in 
Walsall is under way follow¬ 
ing demolition of a pub. 

The £1.3 million scheme, 
which will create around 45 
jobs, is forging ahead on the 
site of the Four Crosses pub 
in Leamore. 

The project involves a 
KFC drive-through and 
restaurant alongside a vet¬ 
erinary surgery. 

Demolition 

The steel structure is now 
being installed for the 
scheme at the junction of 
Somerfield Road and 
Leamore Lane. Demolition 
work of the former building 
was completed last month. 

The pub had stood empty 
for around two years 
prompting calls by residents 
and councillors for it to be 
bulldozed due to it becoming 
a target for vandals.

Hundreds claiming more in 
benefits than average wage 


ALMOST 300 people in Walsall are claiming £26,000 or more in bene¬ 
fits a year, new figures have revealed. A total of 299 people are col¬ 
lecting benefits higher than the average Black Country wage. 

The figures were revealed by the leader of Walsall Council Mike Bird during his annual 
state of Walsall debate in front of fellow councillors. Councillor Bird said many of those 
receiving benefits of £26,000 or more a year were larger families. 

These people would be affected by 
a proposed Government cap on 
household benefits expected to come 
into force, which would set the level 
at no more than £26,000. 

The council leader said: “We have 
to give people the impetus to go to 
work rather than stay at home and 
get this level of money. 

“What I think ought to be consid¬ 
ered is that people take jobs and if 
they are low paid, then the income is 
topped up with benefits. 

Work 

“We need to encourage a culture 
of getting people back into work.” 

In 2011, the average wage in the 
Black Country was estimated to be 
around £22,000. 

The debate also revealed there are 
currently 27,850 people out of work 
in Walsall out of a total working pop¬ 
ulation of 157,900. A figure of 6.7 
per cent of working-age people on 
the borough claim jobseeker’s 
allowance. The rate of female 
claimants is rising faster than that 
of males. 

A report on the borough says: 
“There was a huge increase in 
unemployment claimants during 
the recession, when Walsall fared 
even worse than England overall 
and still has not recovered. Figures 
for the borough are currently twice 
as high as they were at the start of 
2005.”

Burntwood Wakes was called off a week before it 
was due to be held at the town’s rugby club because 
the ground was too soggy to put up the stages. 

It comes after several events in Walsall fell foul 
to the weather, including the Blackwood Picnic in 
the Park in Streetly and a volunteer day at Goscote 
Greenacres community project. 

The Wakes, which is in its eighth year at its 
current venue, was due to go ahead from tomorrow 
(Friday) to Sunday but organisers said they had no 
option but to cancel it. 

Soaked 

Mary Danby, the clerk at Burntwood Town 
Council, said: “We should be putting up the stages 
but the ground is just soaked. It’s very sad but 
we’re not the only one, this is happening every¬ 
where.” 

Organiser Mrs Danby said: “We have spent the 
best part of a year organising it and now we need to 
phone everyone to tell them, it is cancelled.” 

The rugby club and town council sought special¬ 
ist advice on the state of the ground at the Wakes 
venue. They also faced a gloomy weather forecast. 

The council said the historic festival would be 
back next year.

Ground testing has taken place and a 
formal planning application prepared so the 
work can get started in coming months. 

Palfrey councillor and current deputy 
mayor Mohammad Nazir has led a long- 
running campaign for sports to return to 
the playing fields. 

He said he was pleased the project was 
pushing ahead, although if done earlier the 
fields would now be in use and the scheme 
could have cost less. 

Councillor Nazir insisted the priority was 
to ensure once the fields were re-opened 
they would be available for many years. He 
added: “It is a bit of a disappointment it will 
be next year but now it is moving forward 
the main concern now is to make sure all the 
work is done properly.” 

At least 10 sports clubs, including Walsall 
Star Cricket Club and Bescot Swifts Junior 
Football Club, had to be found alternative 
venues when the fields were closed.

Fly-tipper caught on 
undercover camera 


A CARER who was caught on a 
covert camera dumping rubbish 
out of the back of a VW Golf at a 
Walsall fly-tipping hotspot has 
been hit with a £1,200 bill. 

Feena Kauser, aged 27, left a trail of soiled 
linen sheets and bedding, along with a 
plastic container with plastic aprons, in 
Rayboulds Bridge Road, near Reedswood. 
Walsall Council purchased six undercover 
cameras as part of its on-going war against 
fly-tipping last autumn. She was caught on 
one of them on February 26 this year. 

Kauser, of Lewis Street, Birchills, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of depositing without an 
environmental permit when she appeared at 
Walsall Magistrates Court last week. 

She was fined £250, ordered to pay 
£958.21 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Mrs Kerry Munro, prosecuting, said the 
land was off the main Green Lane. She said 
it was out of public view and there was no 
legitimate reason for anyone to access the 
roadway.

She said Kauser had opened the boot of 
the car and left the rubbish on the road. She 
told the court cameras had been brought in 
to tackle the “overwhelming problem of fly¬ 
tipping” around the borough. 

Mr Julian Derry, defending, said Kauser 
worked as a carer and also cared for her 
mother. 

‘Stupid’ 

She had intended on getting the car 
cleaned and accepted her actions were 
“really stupid.” 

It emerged earlier this year that almost a 
quarter-of-a-million pounds was spent clear¬ 
ing piles of rubbish dumped by fly-tippers 
across the borough in just 12 months. 

It cost around £237,500 for workers from 
the cash-strapped council to remove the 
litter and waste from sites within Walsall. 

There were more than 2,000 complaints 
and offences logged with Walsall Council 
environmental bosses from January to 
December 2011.

Rail users are 
happier with 
service than 
a year ago 

RAIL passengers in the West Midlands are 
more satisfied with their travel than a year 
ago, according to new survey results. 

Centro, the region’s transport authority, has welcomed 
the findings of the National Passenger Survey, which col¬ 
lects passengers’ opinions on train services twice a year 
across the network. 

Councillor Kath Hartley, chairman of Centro’s putting 
passengers first committee, said: “In comparison with the 
rest of the country we have done very well here in the West 
Midlands. 

“However, there is no room for complacency, we are still 
in the middle of the table and that means we will be pulling 
out all the stops to ensure we get to the top.” 

In the survey the West Midlands was ranked fourth out of 
England’s seven passenger transport executives, with all its 
scores either increasing on the previous year or staying the 
same. 

Overall satisfaction in the West Midlands is 88 per cent, 
which is above the national average and represents a four 
per cent improvement on last year. 

Train operator London Midland, which holds the fran¬ 
chise to run local rail services across the West Midlands, was 
singled out for praise in the report, especially for its work in 
dealing with delays to services. 

Attitude 

The survey found 83 per cent of London Midland passen¬ 
gers were satisfied with information provided at its sta¬ 
tions, against a national average of 81 per cent. 

Attitude and helpfulness of staff was rated as two per cent 
above the national average of 71 per cent. 

More passengers are satisfied with the amount of room on 
trains, as satisfaction levels rose eight per cent to 74 per 
cent. 

Satisfaction with seating areas on trains was up seven per 
cent to 80 per cent. 

London Midland’s commercial director Richard Brooks 
said: “We at London Midland are delighted with these 
results, which reflect the hard work put in by our staff. 

“However, we are not complacent and know that there is 
still room for improvement. All of us at London Midland, 
working in conjunction with our partners at Centro, will 
continue to identify ways to improve our performance for 
the benefit of our passengers.” 
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Addict sent to prison 
for growing cannabis 

A DRUG addict who turned to growing his own cannabis 
after losing his job has been jailed for three months. 

Police carried out a search on the home of Craig Rushton, 
in Park Road, Norton Canes, on New Year’s Eve and found 
32 plants under cultivation, Stafford Crown Court heard. 

Rushton and two friends had spent £1,500 on buying and 
setting up the equipment, but the crop’s street value was 
around £4,000, said Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting. 

Rushton, aged 23, admitted cultivating cannabis. He told 
officers he had been smoking cannabis since the age of 15 
and had been spending £100 a week on the drug. Mr Chris 
Clark, defending, said Rushton was not gaining financially. 

Father gets 
two years 
over death 
of daughter 

THE father of a girl 
who died seven years 
after he violently 
shook her as a baby 
has been jailed for 
two years. 

Paul Slattery injured 
eight-week-old Caitlin 
Wetton, from Cheslyn 
Hay, so badly that she 
was left paralysed from 
the neck down, blind, 
unable to speak and with 
severe cerebral palsy. 

The shaking episode 
lasted for up to 10 minutes 
when she was left in his care 
for an hour at the family 
home in Glenthorne Drive in 
November 2002. Until then 
she had been in good health 
and lovingly cared for by her 
mother Michele Wetton, 

Birmingham Crown Court 
heard. 

Scalp 

Slattery, aged 32, initially 
denied shaking Caitlin, 
claiming he had thrown her 
into the air in play. 

Later he said he had 
“waggled” her from side to 
side, rolling her body on his 
arms. 

Her injuries became 
apparent when she was 
admitted to Walsall Manor 
Hospital as an emergency 
later that day with a burn to 
her scalp caused, Slattery 
alleged, by being placed too 
closed to a gas fire as she was 
cold and clammy. 

Art project to 
anticipate new 
school building 

PEOPLE in Darlaston can get creative to express their feel¬ 
ings through art as part of the £22 million rebuild of a school 
in the town. 

Budding artists of all ages are being asked to help deco¬ 
rate the fence border of the new £22 million Darlaston 
Grace Academy building. 

Groups from schools, youth and community centres are 
working with professional artist Luke Perry to produce 
temporary artwork which will be on the boards until the 
new school building opens next year. 

The creative work aims to reflect the themes of respect, 
integrity, and excellence. 

Permanent 

A bid will later be made for funding for a permanent piece 
of art work to stand in the grounds of George Rose Park, 
part of which has been swallowed up for the new school 
development. 

Lyndon Parkes, Darlaston manager for the Walsall Part¬ 
nership, said: “Art on the temporary hoardings will 
brighten the place up while work is under way and such rich 
themes will give us the basis for a fantastic piece of perma¬ 
nent art in the park if we can raise money.” 

The project will see five pieces of street art produced on 
the hoardings, each to reflect the themes.

Nicholas Tatlow, defend¬ 
ing, described Slattery as 
immature and emotionally 
detached. 

Mrs Justice Thirlwall said 
the sentence reflected Slat¬ 
tery’s remorse and previous 
imprisonment.

Buses too wide for narrow 
road pose threat to safety 


ONCE again Councillor Worrall is trying to 
create a divide between the residents of High 
Heath - The Chronicle, dated July 12, 2012 - 
Taking Bus off Field Lane... 

As a resident of Field Lane for almost 30 years, we have 
seen a campaign launched against residents by Councillor 
Worrall and his followers. 

The current trial has diverted the Main Line Bus service 
No 89 Walsall to Wolverhampton, which runs from 6.10am 
to 23.50pm 7 days a week, 78 buses a day along a small res¬ 
idential lane, as we already have the No 25 community bus 
service traveling along Field Lane.

Forum deliberately refusing entrance to Field Lane resi¬ 
dents because they knew if they followed the democratic 
route they would not succeed. 

The tight timetable and frequency sees two or three buses 
in Field Lane at the same time. The total width of two buses 
varies between 572cm and 580cm (sizes of buses supplied by 
Peter Coates MD of National Express). Kerb to kerb Field 
Lane is between 542cm and 556cm wide - simple maths 
shows that this has created a safety issue as two buses are 
wider than the road! In order to pass the No 89 buses have 
to either mount the kerbs or pull into and block the side 
roads running off Field Lane. The Road Service Transport 
Guidelines state that these size buses require a minimum of 
six metres road width to safely pass each other, something 
Centro, the operators, are ignoring. 

Walsall Highways have also monitored the trial and inde¬ 
pendently stated Field Lane is NOT suitable for bus stops 
on the grounds of safety, and that the No 89 bus is not suit¬ 
able for Field Lane on the grounds that the frequency dic¬ 
tates that more than one bus is in Field Lane at the same 
time, creating the above safety concerns. 

Hazard 

The Pelsall ward councillors have fought since 1994 to 
benefit the local community and have done a fantastic job, 
bus shelters, community policing, community transport, 
upkeep of The Common areas and have fought for a few 
years to get buses to service Fordbrook Lane and Mill Road. 
They are against the No 89 in Field Lane, because it is the 
wrong type of service and is a safety hazard. They are in 
favour of other options that better suit the WHOLE of the 
High Heath area. The 89 would still travel along Fordbrook 
Lane and Mill Road, but Broad Lane, Coronation Road, 
Field Lane, Church way and Autumn Drive would be served 
by a better Community Bus service with smaller buses that 
did not cause any safety issues - keeping the larger buses to 
the main roads. 

Mr Worrall has totally ignored very sensible suggestions 
for an effective bus service that will better suit ALL areas of 
High Heath 

The majority of residents that have lobbied are using pen¬ 
sioner passes, which can only be used during mid morning 
to mid afternoon, they certainly do not need a bus at mid¬ 
night. The less mobile also have a very good ring and ride 
service that is not being fully utilised. 

Councillor Worrall does not represent Field Lane resi¬ 
dents, we come under Pelsall Ward, but he has lobbied our 
streets.

Sense

only slightly longer journey times. 

He also warned Sai patients may get 
another provider when the current contract 
is up next March whether a merger goes 
ahead or not. 

The meeting was called by the Sai Patient 
Participation Group who said the proposed 
merger had come as a bolt out of the blue. 

A petition has been set up to oppose the 
plan and patients have asked that the 
matter be decided by a ballot.

Canals are 
to make a 
splash on 
new Google 
map service 

RIVERS and canals from across Staffordshire 
and the Black Country are being included on 
a hi-tech mapping service de-signed by 
experts at the internet search engine Google. 

In its latest mapping project, the team behind Google 
Maps has started plotting all of the UK’s towpaths in a bid 
to get more people enjoying the country’s rivers and canals. 

Google Maps will be updated later this year to allow users 
to plan trips which include locks, bridges and towpaths 
along the 2,000 miles of river paths in the UK. 

Among some of the routes listed will be the Staffordshire 
& Worcestershire canal, which takes in large parts of the 
area, including the historic Bratch Locks at Wombourne. 

The mapping service will also include details of the 
Dudley Canal, which was used in the 1700s to transport coal 
from coalfields near Dudley to Stourbridge. 

Google has started the project in partnership with the 
Canal and River Trust. 

Treasures 

Tony Hales, the chairman of the trust, said: “We are 
delighted that these exciting partners have come on board 
as we launch. 

“This is a huge vote of confidence in the Canal and River 
Trust and recognition of the important role it will play as 
the guardian of one of the nation’s environmental treas¬ 
ures.” 

Ed Parsons, a geospatial technologist at Google UK, 
added: “Canal towpaths offer green routes through our 
towns and cities, and by working with the Canal and River 
Trust we’re adding towpaths to Google Maps and encourag¬ 
ing people to discover their local waterway.” 

In AprilGoogle added live Tube information to Google 
Maps from Transport for London in preparation for a surge 
in public transport use during the Olympics. 

It also updated its maps service to show real-time traffic 
conditions, allowing it to calculate the shortest route to a 
user’s destination. 

Where Google has enough information, roads are colour- 
coded based on the level of congestion. Green routes are 
moving well, while red routes are slow. 

The feature is available on Google Maps on the web and 
for Android mobile users in Britain, the US, Canada, France 
and Australia. It covers major routes across Britain.

Year road ban after 
driver's U-turnpanic 


A SOCIAL worker who told 
police he “panicked” after doing 
U-turn on a major route into 
Birmingham has been banned 
from driving for 12 months. 

Gurnek Tung, aged 39, of Woodruff Way, 
Walsall, was seen making the manoeuvre 
on the Aston Expressway by Inspector 
Hathaway in an unmarked car on Sunday, 
June 5 last year, Warwick Crown Court 
heard last week. 

Mr John Brotherton, prosecuting, 
explained there was no central barrier. He 
said the three inbound lanes were open, as 
were the three outbound lanes, but the red 
central contraflow lane was closed. 

The inspector saw a blue Fiesta on its 
way out of the city suddenly swerve and 
cross outbound lane three and the central 
lane. 

Reverse 

The court heard that the vehicle then 
came to a halt sideways to the flow of 
traffic. 

Tung, who was then pursued by police, 
then began to reverse back in an attempt to 
carry out a three-point turn. 

The inspector told him to pull over but 
Tung continued to reverse and drove at 
speed towards the M6. 

Mr Brotherton said he was stopped and 
arrested on the M6 slip road and began to 
cry, saying: “I’m sorry. I was lost, and I pan¬ 
icked.” 

Tung, who had three previous speeding 
convictions, initially denied dangerous 
driving but later changed his plea. 

Ms Julia Powell, mitigating, said Tung - 
a social worker in the Mental Health 
Trust’s early intervention team - was 
likely to lose his job if he was banned. 

Tung was handed a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order, told to do 120 hours unpaid 
work and pay £340 costs. 

He received a 12-month driving ban.

A PLANE crash that killed a 21-year- 
old former Walsall student probably 
happened because the light aircraft 
was not carrying the right amount of 
fuel, a coroner said. 

Trainee pilot Jaskinder Kaur Samra, a former 
Queen Mary’s High School pupil, of Cannock 
Road, Wednesfield, died when the plane crashed in 
the US in September 2010 as it was making a last- 
gasp attempt to reach another air strip but fell 
three-and-half miles short. 

American pilot Abraham George, 24, was also 
killed but a British trainee pilot, Shaun Thacker, 
who had been at flight school with Miss Samra, 
survived. He told an inquest in Smethwick last 
week the Cessna 172K’s fuel gauges were low. He 
said: “I told Abraham and he said he had done the 
calculation for the distance and that he trusted his 
maths better than a fuel gauge on a 1969 plane.” 

Later the engine was struggling and the pilot 
made a mayday call and Mr Thacker was told to 
attempt an emergency 
landing but it was too late. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said US 
investigators found the 
pilot’s flight plan allowed 
for the plane to burn 33.5 
gallons at a rate of nine 
gallons per hour but the 
engine had been modified 
so that fuel would burn off 
at 11 gallons. In recording 
a verdict of accidental 
death, he said: “There’s 
evidence there was a mis¬ 
calculation as to the 
amount of fuel that was going to be used. ” 

Miss Samra’s family said a solicitor was looking 
into whether they had a case against a firm which 
the plane was registered to. Her mother Mindie 
Singh said: “We are not going to get a definite 
answer for what happened. We just have to make 
sure Jaskinder’s memory will live on by making 
sure we hold on to happy memories.” 

On leaving Queen Mary’s, Miss Samra had 
become an air hostess.

METAL thieves have struck along 
a stretch of the M6 motorway just 
once in the past six months - but 
left behind a repair bill of 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Highways Agency bosses this week 
revealed the cost of repair work after sus¬ 
pected metal thieves sparked a blaze in a 
cable chamber. 

The fire in a substation near Junction 
10A at Essington knocked out the hard 
shoulder between West Bromwich and 
Walsall, leading to peak hour hold-ups. It 
took a number of days for the fourth lane to 
be fully operational at peak periods again. 

Thirty-two overhead signals, 14 CCTV 
cameras, 12 traffic counting loops and four 
emergency roadside telephones were 
impacted by the attempted theft. 

Vandalism 

The vandal attack in March was the only 
one logged by highways chiefs between 
junctions 7 at Great Barr and 14 at Stafford 
between January and June 2012 this year. 

This compares to eight reports of theft, 
attempted theft and vandalism of cable 
from last September to January in the 
stretch of motorway from Cannock to West 
Bromwich. 

Highways Agency spokeswoman Jo 
Carroll said action had been taken to crack 
down on the number of times the motorway 
is targeted. 

“This thoughtless criminal act caused dis¬ 
ruption for many road users on the M6 in 
the West Midlands. The rest of the motor¬ 
way network remained unaffected as the 
damage was isolated to a small, yet very 
busy, section of the M6,” she said.

WILLENHALL, between 
Walsall and Wolverhampton, 
was originally called ‘Willen- 
halch’, Anglo-Saxon for 'the 
meadowland of Willan 1 . 

First mentioned in the 700s, when 
King Ethelbald of Mercia signed a 
treaty there, William the Conqueror’s 
Domesday Book (1086) records it as 
‘Willenhala’. 

In the Middle Ages, Willenhall was a 
small agricultural village with a chapel 
within the parish of Wolverhampton. But 
from 1840, Willenhall had its own parish 
church, St Giles, and the present day 
building dates from 1867. 

Willenhall’s population grew to around 
300 by 1666, but in the 1700s it expanded 
dramatically with the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion. The now industrial town centred 
around Market Place and Stafford Street, 
comprising many tiny streets crammed 
with houses, workshops and pubs. 

A thriving mining community grew up 
around Lane Head and Sandbeds, and 
Portobello became known for brickmak-

ing. Coal mining was important in the 
Willenhall area early on but declined after 
the 1800s when the mines became flooded 
following a strike. 

Willenhall became world-famous as a 
centre for lock making, which in Eliza¬ 
bethan times had begun developing in 
Willenhall, Wolverhampton and Bilston, 
and by the mid-1800s this trade was 
mainly centred in Willenhall. 

Workshops 

In 1855 there were 340 local lock 
makers, working entirely by hand, mostly 
in small workshops. 

Young apprentice lock filers worked 
bent over, developing hump backs, which 
gave Willenhall the nickname of ‘Hump¬ 
shire’. Noted Willenhall lockmakers 
included Yale & Towne, Josiah Parkes & 
Sons and John Harper & Co. 

In 1849 poor housing and sanitation led 
to a cholera epidemic; 292 people died, 
shocking the town into improving condi- 
tions, and in 1854 Willenhall Local Board 


of Health, forerunner of Willenhall 
Urban District Council (1894), was 
formed. 

Reflecting local civic pride, several 
municipal buildings were erected, includ¬ 
ing the Town Hall and Library in 
Clemson Street in 1866, and in 1922 a 
Memorial Park was opened, honouring 
those killed in the Great War. 

Willenhall’s best-known monument is 
however its ornate and imposing Memo¬ 
rial Clock in Market Place, commemorat¬ 
ing Dr Tonks, a highly respected and 
revered Victorian physician. 

Willenhall became part of Walsall 
borough in 1966, but remains independ¬ 
ent-minded with a strong identity and a 
great sense of heritage.

TOP pop star Jessie J had a sur¬ 
prise for her fans at Warwick 
Castle when she invited Bewdley 
teenager Becky Hill on stage to 
duet with her in front of the 
20,000-strong crowd. 

London girl Jessie had spotted the Wyre

London is on track 
for a fantastic event 


I f the comedian Bill Bailey is to be believed, the 
Olympics opening ceremony is going to be the 
most excruciating cringe-fest in our history. He 
foresees an “inflatable Churchill bobbing down the 
Thames” and a “huge animatronic Yorkshire 
pudding” in the middle of Wembley Stadium. And 
that’s before the ribbon-cutting Boris Johnson is 
allowed access to scissors. 

Go on, admit it, you wouldn’t be surprised if those 
things were actually involved, would you? After all, 
we have no real idea what to expect when the eyes 
of the world turn upon us. All we can hope is that it 
isn’t like our childhood backyard firework displays, 
when we got all worked up and excited, only for the 
rock to go “pfft” and then go out. 

But let’s not be cynical or pessimistic. Let’s get 
enthusiastic. This could be the greatest show on 
earth, and given that Oscar-winner Danny Boyle is 
behind the whole thing, it will at least be ambitious 
and grand in scope. 

All we really know is that his vision will be unlike 
anything we’ve ever seen before. For a start, the 
Olympic Stadium will be transformed into the “British 
countryside’.’A cast of 10,000 volunteers will help 
recreate country scenes, against a backdrop 
featuring farmyard animals and landmarks. 

And the opening scene of the £27m ceremony will 
be called “Green and Pleasant” according to Boyle. 
He added the show would create “a picture of 
ourselves as a nation.” 


‘The best way to tell that story is through working 
with real people,” said Boyle, who has even reserved 
a role for NHS nurses in proceedings. 

The set will feature meadows, fields and rivers, with 
families taking picnics, people playing sports on the 
village green and farmers tilling the soil. 

Real farmyard animals will be grazing in the 
“countryside” with a menagerie of 70 sheep, 12 
horses, three cows, two goats, 10 chickens, 10 
ducks, nine geese and three sheepdogs. 

One billion people worldwide are expected to watch 
the opening ceremony. 

The world’s largest “harmonically-tuned” bell, 
weighing 23 tonnes and measuring 2m tall x 3m 
wide, will ring inside the Stadium to start the 
Shakespeare-inspired spectacle, featuring 900 
children from the six Games host boroughs. 

We also know that the panorama also includes two 
mosh-pits, representing the Glastonbury festival and 
the Last Night of the Proms, while the music - if 
recent reports are to be believed - is an eclectic 
selection ranging from the Beatles to the Monty 
Python theme tune. Yep, there’s that cringe factor 
rearing its head again! 

The performance is followed by the athletes’ parade, 
in which more than 200 countries are represented. 
Then the Queen will carry out the official opening, 
before the arrival of the Olympic flame, when the 
identity of the final torchbearer will be revealed.

Don’t hang around 
when dead-heading 


REGULAR watering and 
feeding are essential to keep 
hanging baskets and decora¬ 
tive patio containers looking 
good.

Compact SUV has versatility that is hard to ignore 




NOW IN its third generation, Mit¬ 
subishi’s Outlander has gradually 
evolved from left-field alternative to 
a compact SUV to something with 
the potential to give the current crop 
of affordable mid-size sports utility 
vehicles something to worry about. 

With its streamlined stance and decidedly 
upmarket styling, Mitsubishi bosses are bullish 
about this Outlander’s performance in the mar¬ 
ketplace. Being realistic, Mitsubishi in the UK is 
offering a diesel-only fleet complete with four- 
wheel drive as standard. 

The only major decision to make is whether to 
go with the firm’s six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion or the six-speed auto. 

In isolation this Outlander is a welcome step 
forward from the Japanese car maker. 

However, internally this model is more signif¬ 
icant than the average buyer will ever appreci¬ 
ate. A cornerstone of the firm’s new model plans 


for the coming years, not only has the Outlander 
been the subject of a significant weight-loss pro¬ 
gramme - 100kg - it’s also been designed from 
the outset to accommodate both conventional 
engines and the new wave of plug-in hybrid tech¬ 
nologies. 

For now, though, the Outlander symbolises a 
significant step forward in its own right. 

The weight reduction has been achieved 
without any compromise to the ownership expe¬ 
rience, while the reward for the engineers’ hard 
work has been meaningful efficiency and emis¬ 
sions gains. 

The sole engine option will be familiar to Out¬ 
lander fans as it’s a modified version of what was 
in the second-generation car. 

The 148bhp 2.2-litre diesel unit has been 
reworked for its new home, with the result a 
useful 50mpg and a sub-150g/km C02 rating. 

From a performance angle the car will sprint 
to 60mph in just under 10 seconds, while top 
speed is 124mph. 

Both gearboxes deliver a smooth and hassle- 
free experience, with the auto offering the extra 
convenience for urban dwellers and those 
seeking fewer distractions when towing. 

On the road the Outlander performs well, and 


comes across as a genuinely competent all- 
rounder. There’s a welcome maturity to the way 
it drives, and body control is well contained and 
overall refinement is pleasingly high. 

Granted, there’s no escaping the fact that the 
Outlander is diesel powered, but the car’s cabin 
ambience is rarely disturbed by the engine’s 
activity when at sensible speeds. 

Factor in an easy-to-use all-wheel drive 
system that offers extra grip when the weather 
turns foul or for added security when you’re 
towing and the Outlander’s versatility is hard to 
ignore. 

This is an attribute also reflected in the car’s 
ability to accommodate a growing family. 

Mitsubishi’s engineers are keen to stress that 
the inclusion of a third row of seats turns the car 
into a genuine seven-seater. 

Boasting a stylish, streamlined appearance 
plus a revised cabin offering a much-needed and 
welcome high-quality ambience, this third gen¬ 
eration Outlander does many things right. 

The substantial weight saving, promise of 
generous kit levels and tangible running cost 
savings are just some of the other achievements 
likely to put the Outlander on the shopping lists 
of many buyers.

Tips for Supply Teachers

Finding an agency: Choosing the right Teaching Agency for you 

1. Recommendations are probably the best place to start. Many teaching agencies will 
promise you the world but receiving a recommendation from an experienced 
supply teacher is a good way of ascertaining the best agency to work for 

2. Call a number of agencies and get a feel for the education consultant that covers 
your 

specialism and region. This is the person who will be responsible for securing you 
work, so if you don’t think they sound knowledgeable, professional and personable 
then its safe to assume that the schools will also be wary about trusting the 
consultant to recruit on behalf of them 

3. Ask the agency which schools they work with regularly. This will enable you to see 
whether the teaching agency is suitable for your requirements 
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4. Be wary of choosing a teaching agency on its size. You will probably be kept busier 
by an agency with not enough teachers than one with too many 

5. Don’t necessarily go with the agency that offers you the most money. A supply teacher’s pay will directly affect the amount 
charged to schools. More and more schools are choosing to pay less for supply teachers and using cover supervisors where 
possible to keep costs down. In short you may find the agencies paying the most will not necessarily be able to secure the most 
work.

Preparing for your day - 

6. If you are given a booking in advance try to get to the school in plenty of time. 

Schools will panic if you are running late and it does not create a good first impression. 

Equally, as a supply teacher you will benefit from having enough time to settle yourself, 
ask any questions in regards to your day and familiarise yourself with the discipline 
procedure before facing your first class. 8.15 is the optimum time to arrive at an 
assignment, although for last minute bookings this won’t always be possible 

7. Try to have a few tricks and ideas up your sleeve in order to keep the class occupied 
should there be no work set. This will give you valuable time to find out what the 
class should really he doing whilst retaining their concentration 

8. Your appearance matters. Dress professionally for supply teaching work. This 
will encourage respect from pupils and help make a good first impression with the 
school 

9. Plan your route to the school in advance. If you are going to be late contact your teaching agency so that they can inform the 
school 

10. Keep items you will need each day ready in advance. This means when you are given last minute assignments you are able to leave 
quickly and get to the school earlier. Things you have ready should include: 

• Clean and ironed clothes 

• Your recent CRB Disclosure and some photographic ID (passport or driving licence)

• Pens and pencils should your pupils have forgotten theirs 

• Some back up schemes of work (as mentioned above) 

• An A-to-Z or, if you are part of the technical age, a Sat Nav 

• Consider taking a bag with sports kit in case you are asked to cover PE 

Maximising your work - 

11. If you have not received a booking prior to the morning, call your teaching agency 
first thing and inform them you are up, ready and available for work. In the morning your 
consultant will contact people they know can get to the school with minimum fuss 

12. If you go to a school you like, let the school know you are available for 
other assignments in the future. You may find that you are requested by name 
in the future 

13 . Be flexible. The more flexible you are the more opportunities you are likely 
to receive 

14. While you never use your mobile phone in class or in front of your pupils, do check 
your phone during breaks for texts and voice mails from your teaching agency 
which may have details of further assignments 
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15. Be speedy in the morning. If you can be seen as a person who can leave and get to schools with minimal fuss the agency will 
automatically see you as an obvious choice for bookings 

Classroom management strategies - 

16. One of the main issues with supply teachers is a lack of enthusiasm for the role. 

Stay enthusiastic for the position. 

Keep working and never give up on the class and let it rule you. Utilize do’s and don’ts 
below and things will become easier 

17. Avoid shouting if possible. It can give the impression that you have lost control, 
making it difficult to regain it 

18. At the start of lesson set clear expectations of the class 

19. Do not be afraid to accept support. Even the best teachers will have days when 
support can help 

20. Take the time to get to know the names of the pupils in the class 

21. If you are at the school for a longer period devise a seating plan to keep disruptive groups forming 

22. Know the names of each individual head of year and then use them when addressing behaviour issues 

23. Use positive praise of good behaviour to avoid allowing negative behaviour to gain all the attention 

24. Do not highlight you are in the school on a short-term basis. This gives pupils the impression that they do not need to 
be concerned about you in the long term 

25. By following the regular pattern of discipline, pupils know where they stand so try to know the school behaviour 
management system 

26. Ask for the school’s behaviour management policy at the start of the day
